AS THE PUBLIC’ BELIEVER. 
Now that the war haa been brought 
home to America, the drafted man and 
the volunteer alike Is being brought 
face to face with the peaaiplst and 
the “Job’s comforter” 
These satur­ 
nine Individuals, forgetting good’ taste, 
overlooking patriotism and 
Ignoring 
the fact that brave men face death 
without flinching In a worthy cause, 
continue to croak their doleful utter­ 
ances into ears that are no longer 
patient.

Mr. Babson’s conclusions are based 
On the mortality figures of the French 
army for the full three years of war. 
Attention is called to the fact that 
present fighting is not claiming any­ 
where near the number of dead re­ 
corded for the first two years. 
He says: 


Most of the wounds sustained 
in the trenches are clean cut and 
of a nature that a few weeks in 
the hospital makes the subject as 
fit as ever. 
But 300,000 French 
soldiers have been discharged on 
v account of wounds 
during 
the 
three years of the war. 
Most of the wounds received in 
the trenches are on top of the 
head, simply scalp wounds. Prac- 
H picaliy speaking, a wound is eith­ 
er fatal or slight, with but few in 
, between these two extremes. 


Aside from this, there is no possi­ 
bility of the drafted men Jfeeing in the 
French trenches within six months. 
It Is hardly probable that they will 
be in fighting trim within a year. In 
this long period of time the German 
backbone may break or the war be 
fought to a finish. 
It is as easy to 
see the bright as the dark side. 
It 
is more natural to hope than to de­ 
spair.
